Whooping cough is entirely 
preventable nowadays and every 
parent is urged to give his child 
this protection. Among little; 
children, those under five years 
of age, whooping cough causes 
mvure deaths each yéar than diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, measles and 
tuberculosis together. That is, 
between six and ten thousand 
children die each year as the 
result of whooping cough, or one 
in every thirty-nine of those af- 
flicted.
